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PROFILE: 

RICHARD  TREVITHICK  (1771-1833) 

To  a  large  extent  the  name  of  Richard  Trevithick  has  been  overshadowed  by 
his  great  rival  James  Watt  and  by  the  famous  engineer  George  Stephenson;  the 
latter  being  considered  the  founder  of  railways.  In  fact,  Trevithick  was  the  precursor 
of  Stephenson  in  the  construction  of  locomotive  engines  and  at  Redruth  on  Christmas 
Eve  1801,  his  steam  propelled  locomotive  carried  the  first  load  of  passengers  ever 
conveyed  in  this  manner. 

Trevithick  was  born  into  a  typical  mining  family  in  the  parish  of  Illogan  in 
Cornwall,  his  father  being  the  manager  of  the  Dolcoath  mine.  Although  Richard 
was  in  general  a  slow  scholar,  he  showed  a  remarkable  aptitude  for  figures  and  in 
common  with  the  rest  of  his  family,  was  of  herculean  strength.  At  the  age  of  eighteen 
he  began  to  assist  his  father  at  the  mine  and  his  inventiveness  soon  earned  him  a 
considerable  reputation.  He  quickly  became  recognised  as  a  rival  to  James  Watt 
in  the  matter  of  mechanical  inventions  and  in  1797  was  employed  as  the  engineer 
at  Ding  Dong  mine  near  Penzance.  It  was  here  that  his  first  major  invention  was 
brought  into  use — an  improved  plunger  pole  pump  for  deep  mining. 

In  1800  Trevithick  built  a  high  pressure  non-condensing  steam  engine  which  was 
acknowledged  as  a  very  successful  rival  to  the  low  pressure  steam-vacuum  engine 
of  James  Watt.  Trevithick’s  inventiveness  quickly  led  him  to  develop  his  engine 
to  the  point  reached  on  Christmas  Eve  1801  and  by  March  1802,  he  and  one  Andrew 
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Vivian  were  applying  for  a  patent  tor  steam  engines  to  propel  carriages.  London  saw 
the  results  of  his  efforts  in  1803  when  a  steam  vehicle  was  run  along  Oxford  Street 
from  Leather  Lane  to  Paddington,  the  return  journey  being  made  via  Islington. 

Prompted  by  the  success  of  his  project  in  London  Trevithick  directed  his  attention 
to  the  construction  ot  a  steam  propelled  locomotive  for  tramways.  Early  in  1804  he 
was  working  at  Pen-y-darran  in  Wales  and  it  was  here  that  he  built  an  engine  capable 
of  hauling  a  load  oi  twenty  tons  of  iron.  He  supplied  a  similar  engine  to  the  Wylam 
colliery  at  Newcastle  in  the  following  year. 

Despite  his  successes  in  this  field  in  Great  Britain,  he  deemed  it  wise  to  accept  a 
contract  tor  the  construction  of  mining  engines  for  Peru  and  in  1816  he  left  Britain 
to  superintend  their  working.  He  made  and  lost  several  fortunes  in  Peru  before 
leaving  tor  Costa  Rica  in  1822  where  he  stayed  for  five  years.  In  1827  he  returned 
to  England  where  he  unsuccessfully  petitioned  Parliament  to  reward  him  for  his 
inventions.  He  died,  penniless,  at  Dartford  on  22nd  April  1833. 

On  the  front  cover  of  the  Bulletin  this  month  we  illustrate  a  medal  which  has 
been  recently  struck  by  Messrs  Toye,  Kenning  and  Spencer.  The  medal  has  been 
designed  by  D.  F.  Payne,  F.R.N.S.,  in  association  with  the  late  Richard  Trevithick, 
F.I.C.E.,  F.I.Mech.E.,  the  dies  engraved  by  Maurice  Rose. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  obverse  is  reminiscent  of  the  Wyon  portrait  of 
Trevithick  on  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Company  of  Canada  medal  (Moyaux 
100/49).  This  latter  is,  in  fact,  the  only  other  medal  bearing  his  portrait  although 
there  are  several  of  Stephenson.  The  obverse  design  was  copied  from  a  Grand  Trunk 
Railway  medal  in  the  possession  of  the  late  Richard  Trevithick,  great-grandson  of 
the  inventor:  the  reverse  of  the  new  medal  depicts  the  Pen-y-darran  engine.

DECLINE  AND  INNOVATION— A  HISTORY  OF  THE 
COINAGE  OF  BRITAIN  DURING  THE  REIGN  OF 

KING  GEORGE  III

The  year  1797  saw  other  developments  in  the  coinage.  Although  it  was  no  longer 
required  by  law  to  redeem  its  notes  in  gold,  the  Bank  of  England  wished  to  retain  the 
goodwill  of  its  shareholders  and  arranged  for  the  minting  of  the  coin  of  one  third  of  a 
guinea  for  paying  its  dividends.  At  the  same  time  the  coinage  of  guineas  ceased  since 
they  wrere  no  longer  needed.  The  Bank  also  attempted  to  provide  a  substitute  for  the 
silver  coinage  by  buying  Spanish  dollars  and  countermarking  them  with  the  head  of 
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George  III  in  an  oval  cachet  similar  to  the  one  used  on  hallmarks.  These  were  to 
circulate  for  4/9,  a  little  more  than  their  intrinsic  value  of  4/6.  Others  besides  the  Bank 
were  quick  to  realise  the  profit  that  could  be  obtained  by  applying  such  a  simple 
countermark  and  the  issue  had  to  be  withdrawn.  The  following  year  Boulton  showed 
that  Spanish  dollars  could  be  restruck  in  his  press  to  produce  a  coin  that  was  not  only 
more  difficult  to  forge,  but  was  round  and  accurately  sized  as  well,  a  sure  guard 
against  both  forging  and  filing,  but  the  Bank  did  not  take  up  the  idea. 

In  1798  the  price  of  silver  unexpectedly  dropped  to  a  level  which  made  the  coinage 
of  silver  attractive.  A  number  of  banks  sent  silver  to  the  Mint  but  when  the  new  coin 
was  ready  to  be  shipped  back  to  them,  the  Mint  received  unexpected  instructions  to 
melt  them  all  down  and  return  the  silver  to  its  owners  as  bullion.  It  was  feared  that  a 
limited  issue  of  new  shillings  at  this  time  would  only  aggravate  rather  than  ameliorate 
the  crisis.  One  of  the  Banks  concerned,  that  of  Dorrien  and  Magens,  made  such  a 
protest  at  this  unconstitutional  action  that  the  few  pieces  that  escaped  the  melting  pot 
are  now  known  by  their  name. 

The  order  to  remelt  the  shillings  was  the  first  act  of  the  reconstituted  Committee 
on  Coin.  So  urgent  was  the  situation  that  it  was  thought  necessary  to  appoint  the 
whole  Privy  Council  to  the  Committee  on  Coin  together  with  a  number  of  experts 
such  as  Sir  Joseph  Banks,  president  of  the  Royal  Society.  The  Committee  wasted  no 
time  in  starting  its  work.  The  Hon.  Henry  Cavendish,  one  of  the  country’s  most 
eminent  scientists,  was  asked  to  conduct  experiments  to  find  out  what  was  the  best 
alloy  to  prevent  wear  in  gold  coins.  He  undertook  a  number  of  experiments  in  which 
he  shook  together  blanks  of  various  alloys  and  concluded  that  the  alloy  then  in  use  was 
most  satisfactory.  Boulton’s  engineer,  John  Rennie,  was  commissioned  to  investigate 
the  state  of  the  Mint.  His  report  not  only  pointed  out  that  their  machinery  was 
obsolete  compared  to  the  new  steam  presses,  but  that  the  organisation  was  inefficient 
and  the  staff  incompetent.  Lord  Liverpool,  a  member  of  the  Committee  and  later 
Prime  Minister,  presented  the  Committee  with  an  analysis  of  the  problems  in  his 
famous  “Treatise  on  the  Coinage”  in  which  he  showed  that  the  problem  was  in  part 
the  result  of  having  a  bimetallic  standard,  that  is,  both  silver  and  gold  were  simu- 
taneously  taken  as  standards  of  value.  The  small  variations  which  continually  occurred 
in  the  relative  values  of  the  two  metals  resulted  in  the  need  for  a  continuous  re- 
evaluation  of  the  gold  coin  in  relation  to  silver.  If  this  were  not  done,  then  either  the 
silver  or  the  gold  coin  would  tend  to  be  exported  to  countries  where  it  was  more 
valuable.  As  a  result  the  country  was  unable  to  control  the  supply  of  bullion  to  the 
mint.  Liverpool  suggested  that  only  gold  coin  should  be  full  weight;  silver  and 
copper  should  be  token  coinages  redeemable  in  gold.  In  this  way  the  supply  of  bullion 
to  the  Mint  would  be  assured. 

By  1804  the  first  recommendations  of  the  Committee  were  put  into  effect.  Work 
was  started  on  a  new  Mint  outside  the  Tower  of  London,  since  the  Tower  w7as  full  of 
troops  and  more  room  was  needed  for  the  new  steam  presses.  A  second  attempt  was 
made  to  circulate  countermarked  Spanish  dollars  as  a  token  currency.  This  time  the 
countermark  was  a  larger  head  of  the  King  in  an  octagonal  cachet  and  the  dollar  was 
valued  at  five  shillings  but  again  the  temptation  proved  too  strong  for  the  forgers. 
The  Bank  therefore  commissioned  Boulton  to  restrike  the  dollars  in  a  collar  with  the 
King’s  head  on  the  obverse  and  Britannia  and  the  inscription  “Bank  of  England  Five 
Shilling  Dollar”  on  the  reverse.  In  spite  of  their  superior  workmanship,  these  dollars 
were  also  forged.  Unfortunately,  since  the  original  dollars  varied  considerably  in  size, 
Boulton  had  to  use  three  different  sized  collars  for  the  restriking  and  even  he  had 
difficulty  explaining  to  the  public  that  the  genuine  dollars  came  in  three  but  only 
three  different  sizes.  Nonetheless  the  dollars  were  successful  and  were  issued  for  the 
next  ten  years  although  all  were  dated  1804. 
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The  next  ten  years  were  remarkable  not  only  for  the  fact  that  England  was  con¬ 
tinuously  at  war  with  France  but  also  for  the  fact  that  Britons  first  began  to  experience 
the  results  of  the  new  technology.  In  1812  steam  power  was  first  used  to  propel  a  boat. 
The  following  year  London’s  streets  were  first  lit  with  gas.  John  Rennie  was  com¬ 
missioned  to  supervise  the  building  of  the  new  Mint  in  1806.  When  the  staff  moved 
into  their  new  quarters  in  1811,  Rennie  was  the  engineer  for  the  new  Strand  Bridge 
across  the  Thames  at  Somerset  House.  Not  surprisingly  the  corner  stone  of  the 
bridge’  contained  a  full  selection  of  the  current  (legal)  coin  of  the  realm,  most  of 
which  Rennie  had  been  directly  involved  in  producing.  There  were  three  gold  coins 
struck  at  the  old  Mint:  the  guinea  (last  struck  in  1797),  the  half-guinea  and  the  third- 
guinea.  The  six  silver  coins  comprised  the  bank  dollar  (now  revalued  at  5/6  but  still 
with  the  date  1804  and  the  “five  shilling”  inscription),  the  new  three-shilling  and 
one-and-sixpenny  bank  tokens,  the  first  silver  coins  to  be  struck  at  the  new  Mint  on 
Tower  Hill,  the  old  shilling  and  sixpence  of  1787,  supplies  of  which  were  still  no 
doubt  to  be  found  in  the  Bank’s  vaults,  and  the  little  maundy  penny  that  had  last 
been  struck  in  1800.  The  four  Soho  copper  coins  of  twopence,  penny,  halfpenny  and 
farthing  were  also  included,  a  new  departure  for  foundation  stones  of  such  importance. 

The  first  coins  struck  in  the  new  mint  were  copper  pice  for  Pennang  in  1810.  The 
following  year  the  mint  struck  three-shilling  and  one-shilling-and-sixpenny  tokens 
for  the  Bank  of  England  as  mentioned  above.  The  idea  of  a  token  silver  coinage  had 
been  discussed  by  the  Committee  on  Coin  but  as  yet  there  was  no  legislation  allowing 
the  Crown  to  strike  such  a  coinage.  The  Bank  of  England  as  a  private  company  was 
not  so  restricted  and  was  thus  free  to  issue  these  quasi-regal  token  coins.  However, 
when  other  companies  saw  the  Bank  of  England  issue  tokens  with  impunity  they 
quickly  followed,  and  there  was  a  second  flourishing  of  commercial  coin.  Most  of 
these,  unlike  the  earlier  issues,  were  struck  on  steam  presses  and  they  included  silver 
as  well  as  copper  coin.  The  new  series  was  relatively  short  lived  as  it  prodded  the 
government  to  move  quickly  to  restore  their  monopoly.  In  1812  William  Wellsely  Pole 
was  appointed  Master  of  the  Mint  which  he  reorganised  on  a  professional  basis.  New 
indentures  were  written  as  the  old  sinecures  lapsed.  One  such  sinecure  was  the 
Surveyor  of  the  Melting  and  Clerk  of  the  Irons,  a  post  which  became  unexpectedly 
vacant  the  year  Pole  was  appointed  when  its  holder,  Spencer  Perceval,  who  was  by 
this  time  Prime  Minister,  was  assasinated  while  entering  the  House  of  Commons. 

Pole  arranged  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  old  pre-Soho  copper  coinage.  He  decided  to 
make  Tower  Hill  a  centre  of  excellence  in  the  art  of  coin  and  medal  engraving,  and  to 
this  end  he  set  aside  a  part  of  the  new  Mint  as  a  museum  wrhere  examples  of  the  Mint’s 
work  could  be  kept  for  posterity.  He  also  brought  in  new  engravers,  Thomas  Wyon 
who  had  worked  for  Kempson  and  Boulton  and  his  son  Thomas,  as  well  as  the 
flamboyant  Italian  Benadetto  Pistrucci,  who  would  have  succeeded  Wyon  as  chief 
engraver  had  he  not  been  an  alien. 

In  1815,  Pole’s  brother,  later  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  won  the  final  victory  over 
Napoleon  introducing  half  a  century  of  peace  in  Europe.  Rennie’s  new  Strand 
Bridge  was  renamed  the  Waterloo  Bridge  in  honour  of  the  victory  and  Pole  resolved 
to  strike  a  medal,  the  splendour  of  which  had  never  before  been  seen.  Pistrucci  was 
to  prepare  the  dies  but  the  medal  was  never  struck.  It  was  so  large  and  magnificent 
that  even  Boulton’s  machinery  was  unequal  to  the  task  of  striking  it.  However,  a 
smaller  medal  was  struck  for  issue  to  the  soldiers  who  took  part  in  the  campaign,  one 
of  the  first  strictly  military  medals  issued. 

In  1816  it  was  decided  to  proceed  with  a  regal  token  coinage  in  silver  along  the 
lines  suggested  by  Lord  Liverpool.  Pistrucci  prepared  designs  for  the  new  halfcrown, 
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shilling  and  sixpence  coin.  Thomas  Wyon  cut  the  dies  and  discretely  included 
not  only  his  own  but  also  Pole’s  initials  in  the  decorations  around  the  shield,  for 
Boulton  had  encouraged  his  artists  to  sign  their  dies.  The  following  year  the  new 
coins  were  shown  to  the  Prince  Regent  for  his  approval,  but  he  took  exception  to  the 
unflattering  portrait  of  his  father  that  appeared  on  the  halfcrown.  The  portrait 
was  redesigned  by  Wyon  but  many  of  the  early  pieces  had  already  been  minted.  In  1817 
the  new  coins  were  released  to  the  public  and  tokens  were  declared  illegal  and  with¬ 
drawn.  The  mint  then  turned  its  attention  to  the  gold,  completing  the  new  look  in  the 
coinage  by  striking  sovereigns  of  20/-  rather  than  guineas  of  21/-.  Finally,  in  1818 
Pole  produced  the  first  crowns  to  be  struck  in  over  60  years.  These  were  never 
intended  to  circulate  but  were  to  be  examples  of  the  workmanship  of  the  new  mint. 
Pistrucci  prepared  his  famous  St.  George  and  the  Dragon  design  for  the  reverse  and, 
not  to  be  outdone  by  Wyon,  signed  his  full  name  on  both  sides.  The  coins  were 
specially  struck  and  individually  wrapped  in  paper  before  delivery  to  the  Bank,  but 
ironically,  the  coins  proved  so  popular  that  they  were  widely  circulated  and  good 
specimens  are  hard  to  come  by. 

The  final  stage  in  the  restoration  of  the  coinage  came  in  1820,  the  year  that  the  old 
King  George  died  after  a  reign  of  60  years.  In  that  year  the  Bank  of  England  notes 
again  became  convertible  into  gold.  Thus,  the  currency  had  been  restored  on  the 
threshold  of  a  century  of  British  Imperial  expansion.  The  country  had  many  problems 
still  to  face.  Parliament  was  unreformed  and  the  clamour  for  a  representative  govern¬ 
ment  was  growing.  The  working  class  were  showing  the  first  signs  of  political  con¬ 
sciousness,  preparing  the  wray  for  the  Trades  Union  movement  and  their  complete 
enfranchisement.  But  during  the  next  hundred  years  the  British  gold  sovereign 
became  the  international  symbol  of  financial  stability. 

It  is  often  said  that  a  country  gets  the  government  it  deserves.  It  also  true  that  the 
coinage  reflects  the  character  of  the  authority  that  issues  it.  The  reign  of  George  III 
provides  an  interesting  study  of  the  way  in  which  a  vigorous  and  imaginative  but 
unenfranchised  section  of  the  population  managed  to  reform  a  conservative  and  back¬ 
ward  government.  The  many  different  coinages  of  the  reign  of  George  III  provide  u 
with  the  tangible  evidence  of  the  encounter.

THOMAS  RAWLINS, 

PLAYWRIGHT  AND  COIN  ENGRAVER

The  third  act  opens  with  the  entry  of  the  tailors.  Sebastiano-Giovanno  is  holding 
the  French  general  prisoner.  But  Machvile  appears  and  claims  the  prize.  In  a  con¬ 
versation  with  his  wife  he  outlines  a  plot  to  make  himself  king,  but  the  plot  is  made 
known  to  Antonio  in  his  prison.  As  part  of  this  plot  the  French  general  and  his  wife 
are  drawrn  into  conspiracy  with  Machvile.  Meanwhile  Antonio  is  sent  to  Filford  to 
be  ground  to  death  in  the  mill  there.  On  the  way  he  meets  with  Aurelia  sister  to 
Sebastiano-Giovanno. 

Act  four  opens  with  Sebastiano-Giovanno  in  great  distress  because  of  the  loss  of 
Evadne.  Overcome  with  madness  and  crazed  with  grief  he  imagines  he  is  in  hell 
where  he  sees  many  things,  amongst  them 

‘A  Usurer . . . 

.  .  .  sate  to  the  Chin 

In  a  wTarme  bath  made  of  new  melted  gold.’ 

Here  is  the  imagination  of  a  moneyer’s  apprentice  at  work. 
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In  the  next  scene  he  discovers  Evadne  attacked  by  bandits.  He  drives  them  off 
but  is  himself  distracted.  Again  the  scene  changes.  We  are  at  the  mill  at  Filford  where 
Aurelia  by  a  melodramatic  trick  secures  the  escape  of  Antonio  from  a  horrible  death. 
Here  again  we  can  see  Thomas  devising  this  idea  with  his  mind  on  the  machinery 
now  coming  into  vogue  in  mints.  Antonio  and  Aurelia  escape  however  and  find  them¬ 
selves,  disguised  as  hermits,  in  the  presence  of  the  other  pair  of  lovers.  Evadne  begs 
for  help  for  her  distracted  sweetheart  and  Antonio  recognises  his  sister.  Meanwhile 
Aurelia  recognises  in  Giovanno,  the  supposed  tailor,  her  brother  Sebastiano. 

In  the  next  scene  Evadne  and  Aurelia  put  in  an  appearance  before  the  king,  who 
admires  them  as  though  they  had  been  a  pair  of  medals : 

‘Nature  was  vext,  as  she’s  a  very  shrew. 

She  made  all  others  in  an  angry  mood; 

These  onely  she  can  boast  for  Master-peeces : 

The  rest  want  something  or  in  mind  or  forme, 

These  are  precisely  made :  a  Critticke  Jury, 

Of  cavelling  Arts  cannot  condemne  a  scruple.’ 

Here  Thomas  might  be  praising  his  own  badges,  or  in  prophetic  mood  looking 
on  to  the  day  when  he  himself  under  influences  provoked  by  his  misfortunes  pro¬ 
duced  indifferent  and  careless  work,  like  vexed  nature,  only  to  be  criticised  by  a 
critic  jury  of  cavilling  arts. 

Two  scenes  follow  in  the  first  of  which  Antonio  busily  traps  the  horribly  ambi¬ 
tious  wife  of  Machvile  into  an  admission  of  her  hopes,  and  Sebastiano  Giovanno,  still 
in  his  tailor’s  disguise,  also  traps  the  French  general  and  his  ambitious  wife  into  a 
similar  admission. 

The  final  act  begins  in  the  presence  of  the  king  who  is  commending  Antonio  and 
Giovanno  for  their  unmasking  of  the  plot.  In  the  course  of  the  denouement  the 
wounded  Moorish  French  general  stabs  Machvile,  whose  lady  is  likewise  despatched 
by  the  general’s  wife. 

Unhappily  the  dying  Machvile  kills  Antonio,  after  all  his  adventures  in  the  mill, 
an  unkind  concession  on  the  part  of  the  youthful  author  to  the  contemporary  craze 
for  sad  and  gory  endings.  So  Antonio’s  sweetheart  must  depart  into  a  nunnery. 
Meanwhile  the  main  pair  of  lovers  are  united,  but  the  king  is  too  sad  after  all  that 
has  happened  to  listen  just  now  to  the  play  which  the  merry  tailors  have  prepared  for 
his  amusement.  Thus  ends  The  Rebellion. 

Rawlins  the  Coin-Artist 

We  may  now  turn  for  a  few  moments  to  consider  Thomas’  great  life  work  upon 
which  his  fame  rests.  Unfortunately  for  him  the  real  rebellion  soon  broke  out,  and, 
an  ardent  loyalist,  we  find  him  in  1642-3  in  Oxford  with  the  King.  The  Royal  Mint, 
not  much  more  than  a  smithy,  had  been  set  up  in  New  Inn  Hall  Street,  and  Thomas 
was  at  w'ork.  The  first  series  of  Oxford  coins  under  date  1642  have  a  kind  of  crudity 
for  their  charm,  but  almost  immediately  in  1643  Thomas  brings  in  a  dramatic  change. 
Obviously  strongly  influenced  by  Van  Dyck  he  immediately  produces  some  of  the 
most  splendid  things  in  the  whole  range  of  glyptic  art,  and  the  first  of  his  master¬ 
pieces  the  large  horse  portrait  of  the  king  appearing  on  the  great  silver  pound  pieces 
is  something  of  a  style  that  had  never  been  seen  before  on  English  coins.  The  reverse 
of  this  coin  however  wras  still  dull  but  in  1644  Thomas  furnished  it  with  a  new  one 
without  altering  the  basic  design:  he  arranged  the  famous  declaration  which  consti¬ 
tuted  it  (relig.  prot.  leg.  ang.  liber,  parl.)  on  a  tasteful  cartouche.  It  is  charac¬ 
teristic  of  his  cavalier  carelessness  that  he  did  not  trouble  to  re-engrave  a  new  obverse 
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Examples  of  Razvlin’s  work:  a  cast  and  chased  Royalist  badge  and  the  Oxford  pound 

of  1644.

but  touched  up  the  first  one.  Be  that  as  it  may  the  ’44  pound  piece  in  silver  is  probably 
the  finest  thing  in  English  coins,  and  stands  unrivalled  by  similar  pieces  elsewhere.  I 
can  think  of  nothing  so  fine  since  the  famous  dekadrachmas  of  Euaintetos  and  Kimon 
of  Syracuse  astonished  and  delighted  the  ancient  world.  In  the  same  year  and  prob¬ 
ably  about  the  same  time  Thomas  produced  the  Oxford  Crown  with  a  view  of  the 
city  beneath  the  King’s  horse.  This  has  been  so  frequently  illustrated  and  discussed 
that  I  will  not  dwell  on  it  here.  In  1643  he  had  changed  and  improved  out  of  all 
knowledge  the  King’s  portrait  on  the  great  treble  pound  pieces  in  gold,  the  best  of 
the  three  or  four  portraits  for  this  coin  being  in  my  opinion  the  one  with  the  floating 
veil,  but  unhappily  it  is  badly  executed  and  carelessly  engraved.  It  was  characteristic 
for  Rawlins’  style,  that  had  not  a  little  of  the  flavour  of  Benvenuto  Cellini  about  it,  to 
be  flawed  in  this  manner.  Perhaps  it  was  the  fault  of  his  apprentices. 

While  producing  these  coins,  Thomas  was  also  making  quite  a  new  kind  of  badge 
for  the  royalists.  It  is  pleasing  to  think  that  these  exquisite  little  objects  were  made 
at  Oxford.  The  method  of  production  was  casting  and  light  chasing.  Thomas  did 
not  of  course  chase  all  the  badges,  but  it  is  easy  to  detect  where  the  master-hand  has 
been  at  work.  Wear  and  tear  detracts  from  their  beauty.  Given,  however,  one  directly 
from  his  hand  at  his  best,  and  in  the  perfection  of  condition,  you  find,  especially  in 
the  portrait  of  the  Queen,  something  to  compare  only  with  the  maidens  of  Syracuse, 
at  least  in  the  matter  of  pleasingness  and  beauty  in  art,  if  these  qualities  may  be 
allowed  a  place  today. 

It  may  be  emphasised  here  that  in  some  departments  of  coins  and  medals  their 
study  from  the  point  of  view  of  art.  forms  is  still  in  its  infancy.  Fortunately  Rawlins 
signs  some  of  his  badges  with  his  full  name  and  many  coins  with  an  initial  thus  giving 
us  a  start  for  the  study  of  his  style. 

After  the  royalist  debacle  Thomas  fell  on  hard  times  and  despite  his  great  profes¬ 
sion  and  gifts  his  cloak  was  not  so  woolly;  in  fact  he  ended  up  in  a  horrible  little 
debtors’  prison  called  ‘The  Hole  in  St  Martin’s’  from  whence  he  wrote  his  letter  to 
Evelyn  for  assistance,  which  called  forth  from  the  diarist  an  unkind  criticism,  of  a 
type  usually  awarded  to  those  who  beg  be  they  never  so  talented.  ‘Mr  Thos  Rawlins 
.  .  .  an  excellent  artist  but  debash’d  fellow’  the  letter  is  endorsed.  During  his  eclipse 
Thomas  was  probably  responsible  for  some  badges  of  Charles  II,  as  these  resemble 
signed  portraits  of  that  prince  done  in  Oxford  in  earlier  days. 

Reinstated  after  the  restoration  Rawlins  does  not  seem  to  have  done  very  much 
work  of  great  importance. 
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Rawlins  the  Comedian 

We  now  come  to  the  last  phase  of  Rawlins  as  a  playwright.  Two  comedies  are 
attributed  to  him,  posthumously  printed.  They  are  in  a  radically  different  style 
from  his  first  effort. 

In  the  theatre  the  old  dramatic  splendours  of  blood  and  thunder  are  entirely  at  a 
discount  and  Pepys  has  regarded  even  some  of  Shakespeare  as  poor  stuff.  Rawlins 
changed  his  style  to  suit  the  modish  age.  Truly  a  remarkable  man  he  was  to  be  one 
of  the  last  in  on  the  Elizabethan  and  one  of  the  first  on  the  restoration  stage.  The 
first  of  these  plays,  Tom  Essence ,  or  The  Modish  Wife ,  freely  plagiarised  from  Aloliere, 
is  lively  enough,  with  plenty  of  the  fashionable  wit,  sprightly  conversation  and 
mirthful  situations  that  the  age  demanded.  Unfortunately  from  our  point  of  view 
there  appears  to  be  hardly  a  single  reference  or  allusion  to  that  which  has  interested 
us,  and  but  a  few  in  any  way  of  numismatic  concern.  Indeed  one  would  be  justified 
in  doubting  the  play  to  be  by  Thomas  but  Malone  has  given  his  imprimatur  to  the 
attribution,  by  an  inscription  to  that  effect  on  the  title  page  in  one  of  the  Bodleian 
copies.  There  is  also  an  interesting  repetition  of  a  simile  also  occurring  in  The 
Rebellion.  In  Tom  Essence  Act  5  Scene  1  Tom  Essence  says  ‘I  am  a  very  Gyant  in 
thought,  but  a  Dwarfe  in  action.’  While  in  Act  4  Scene  3  in  The  Rebellion  the  captain 
of  bandits  says  ‘I  am  a  Gyant  in  my  Promises,  but  in  the  act  a  Pigmy.’ 

I  shall  quote  only  two  numismatic  references  in  Tom  Essence.  In  Act  4  Scene  2 
Mrs  Moneylove  says 

‘My  Dotards  Angels  shall  turn  Prourers  at  my  Command.’ 

And  again  in  Act  4  Scene  3  Tom  Essence : 

‘These  Gloves  are  as  well  worth  two  Guynnies  as  the  common  Jessamine  half  a 
Crown;  but  yon  pretty  Beauty  shall  give  me  but  an  Angel.’ 

The  never  ending  joke  about  the  angel  draws  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  was  still 
a  current  coin,  though  in  actual  fact  probably  rare  enough  by  this  time  owing  to  its 
high  gold  content;  in  any  case  the  joke  is  well  likely  to  be  used  by  someone  who  had 
written  a  play  before  1640. 

The  last  play  is  entitled  Tunbridge- Wells  or  A  Day's  Courtship  and  was  printed 
in  1678.  As  a  comedy  it  must  be  admitted  indifferent  but  it  contains  several  references 
of  the  highest  numismatic  interest.  Be  it  noted  however  that  neither  of  these  two  late 
plays  contains  a  single  word  relative  to  the  author’s  great  vocation  which  by  this  time 
a  man  of  Thomas’  nature  was  probably  heartily  tired  of  and  wishful  to  forget  about. 

In  Act  1  we  have : 

VAINMAN.  As  I’m  a  Baronet  of  th’old  Jocabus  stamp,  I  am  his  Vassal  in 
decimo  sexto. 

Here  Vainman  is  telling  us  that  his  baronetcy  goes  back  to  foundation  times,  like 
an  old  gold  coin  of  King  James,  popularly  called  a  Jacobus  (misprinted  in  the  quarto 
‘Jocabus’).  Such  an  old  broad  hammered  gold  coin,  known  later  as  a  Jacobus  because 
of  the  name  on  it,  was  well  valued  because  of  the  gold  content  as  usual.  This  subject 
runs  continually  through  the  play  and  is  clearly  on  Thomas’  mind  as  it  might  well  be. 
Perhaps  he  is  thinking  of  all  the  crown  gold  and  standard  gold  coins  he  has  handled 
in  times  past,  of  which  he  has  now  so  few.  In  the  same  act  we  get: 

fop.  Our  merchants  are  taxed  with  th’exportation  of  broad  Gold  to  that  Clime 
[the  Indies],  when  in  sincerity  the  greatest  part  is  exchanged  with  Sweden 
for  Copper. 

We  are  reminded  here  of  the  enormous  plate  copper  money  of  Sweden.  The  joke 
turns  I  think  on  the  use  of  copper  or  imagined  use  of  it  for  cosmetics  and  again  there 
is  the  reference  to  the  exportation  of  broad  gold.  There  is  also  here  an  important 
reference  to  the  ‘mercantilist’  problem  of  this  period,  especially  in  relationship  to  the 
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exportation  of  treasure  i.e.  bullion  or  coin  to  areas — the  Baltic  and  East  Indies — 
which  have  been  compared  to  modern  ‘Hard  Currency’  areas.  While  this  uneconomic 
trade  with  the  Indies  could  be  defended  apparently  on  the  ground  of  profitability  in 
re-export  no  such  excuse  could  be  made  for  trade  with  Baltic  areas  which  could  only 
be  defended  on  the  ground  of  hard  strategic  necessity  ( Cf.  Economic  History  Review 
Vol.  II  No.  2,  1949,  page  156). 

In  Act  2  comes  the  best  numismatic  wit  in  literature. 

Mrs  Crack.  The  Guiney-gelder,  he  was  born  in  Wales ,  and  thinks  a  mark  a 
most  Majestick  Bounty. 

This  refers  to  Parson  Quibble,  a  Welsh  curate.  A  little  later: 

Quibble.  I’le  give  thee  a  Mark  to  remember  me  by. 

Crack.  You  are  too  noble. 

Quibble.  A  Wit  of  my  own  strain,  there’s  Ten-groats  for  that  jest. 

Crack.  What  a  quarter  you  keep  with  your  kindness  ? 

A  mark,  I  may  remind  you,  was  never  a  minted  coin  but  money  of  account, 
originally  a  hundred  pence  but  later  160,  that  is  thirteen  and  fourpence  the  value  of 
two  nobles.  The  value  was  frequently  used  in  Scotland  and  became  finally  a  minted 
coin  there,  the  merk.  We  gather  here  that  the  word  was  used  in  Wales  probably  much 
more  than  in  England.  Crack  begins  the  joke  by  insulting  the  clergyman  as  a  guinea 
gelder  i.e.  one  who  ‘sweated’  the  guineas  with  chemicals  or  filed  them.  Two-thirds 
of  a  guinea,  a  mark,  was  good  bounty  from  a  Welsh  curate.  Quibble  taking  this  up 
with  the  offer  of  a  mark  (on  the  person),  Crack  replies  ‘You  are  too  (two)  noble’  i.e. 
the  value  of  a  mark.  Quibble  then  offers  ten  groats  for  the  jest,  ten  groats  being  three 
and  fourpence,  that  is  a  quarter  of  a  mark. 

The  jest  is  completed  with  a  quip  from  Farendine  about  the  eternal  angels, 
suitable  for  Quibble  being  a  clergyman.

Coin  Project  to  Aid  Wild  Life.  A  Conservation  coin  collection  project  to  assist  wildlife 
organisations  was  introduced  at  a  Press  conference  yesterday  by  Sir  Peter  Scott,  Vice-President 
and  Chairman  of  the  World  Wildlife  Fund.  Prince  Philip,  President  of  the  Fund’s  British 
National  Appeal,  presided  at  the  conference  in  Banqueting  House,  Whitehall. 

The  project  is  aimed  to  assist  the  Fund,  and  the  International  Union  for  Conservation  of 
Nature  and  Natural  Resources.  Twenty-four  countries  are  introducing  a  special  coinage  for 
legal  tender,  and  for  collectors,  which  will  commemorate  a  species  of  animal,  whose  continued 
existence  is  threatened.  The  first  six  countries  who  will  issue  coins  at  two-monthly  intervals  are 
Indonesia,  who  will  commemorate  the  Komodo  dragon  in  gold  and  the  Javan  tiger  and  the  orang¬ 
utang  in  silver,  Mauritius,  Costa  Rica,  Tanzania,  Nepal  and  Thailand. 

All  the  coins  will  be  struck  at  the  Royal  Mint  at  Llantrisant,  South  Wales.  Worldwide  sales  to 
numismatists  will  be  limited  to  5,000  of  each  country’s  gold-proof  coins  and  100,000  of  each 
denomination  of  silver-proof  coins,  as  well  as  a  large  number  of  other  uncirculated  coins.  “These 
are  coins  not  medals.  They  are  legal  tender  and  will  be  issued  in  limited  numbers  to  the  highest 
standard  of  quality.” 

Sir  Peter  Scott  said  that  the  World  Wildlife  Fund  drew  together  nations  which  required 
conservation  in  the  field  in  an  a-political  cause,  to  care  for  their  environment.  “Loss  of  habitat,” 
he  said,  “is  one  of  the  major  causes  of  extermination  of  species  in  many  parts  of  the  world.” 

The  first  conservation  coins  are  likely  to  be  issued  for  sale  on  October  1 .

Mint  Produces  Fewer  Foreign  Coins.  Although  the  number  of  coins  struck  by  the  Royal 
Mint  last  year  was  down  from  1,285m.  to  1,006m.,  79  per  cent  of  the  total  represented  U.K. 
coins  against  just  27  per  cent,  in  1972.  Almost  all  the  coins  were  manufactured  at  Llantrisant, 
which  took  over  the  bulk  of  production  from  Tower  Hill  in  1972.  However,  the  latter  still  en¬ 
gages  in  certain  specialist  activities,  including  the  manufacture  of  official  and  commercial  medals 

Once  again  the  largest  number  of  individual  coins  struck — 364.8m. — were  £p  pieces.  No  2p 
were  produced  for  the  second  year  running  but  output  of  Ip  coins  was  almost  trebled  to  270.6m. 
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Some  16.9m.  50p  pieces  were  struck,  against  just  1,500  in  1972,  and  the  number  of  lOp  pieces 
was  up  from  57m.  to  140m.  The  most  noticeable  change  in  the  output  figures  is  that  of  overseas 
coins.  Only  208m.  were  produced  in  1973  againt  938.6m.  in  1972,  so  that  the  overseas  element 
in  total  production  fell  from  73  per  cent,  to  21  per  cent. — Financial  Times ,  4th  May,  1974. 

Penny  of  Value.  Devizes  Museum  has  just  fulfilled  a  long-cherished  ambition  by  acquiring 
a  William  1  penny,  struck  in  Marlborough.  Of  great  rarity,  it  is  believed  to  be  one  of  only  six 
still  in  private  ownership.  The  museum  acquired  at  a  London  sale  at  the  same  time  a  halfpenny 
of  Edward  the  Confessor’s  reign  struck  in  Malmesbury. 

The  coins  came  from  the  collection  of  the  late  Mr  W.  S.  (Billy)  Rose,  of  The  Nursery,  Devizes, 
a  well-known  member  of  Wiltshire  Numismatic  Society.  The  coins  were  acquired  with  the  help 
of  grants  from  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.,  and  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum  purchase  fund. — Wilt¬ 
shire  Times  &  News,  llth  April,  1974. 

Garden  Shed  Fortune.  Shortly  before  Christmas  a  man  arrived  at  Sotheby’s  with  about  20 
coins  he  had  found  in  odd  drawers  when  sorting  through  a  house  his  family  had  been  left  by  an 
elderly  relative.  He  had  no  idea  of  their  value.  From  the  high  quality,  and  variety  of  the  pieces, 
Sotheby  experts  realised  that  they  must  at  some  time  have  been  part  of  an  important  collection. 
The  house  was  again  thoroughly  searched,  but  no  more  coins  were  found.  In  the  garden  shed, 
however,  covered  by  a  tarpaulin,  a  wooden  box  was  discovered  containing  the  rest  of  the  col¬ 
lection — nearly  400  coins  and  medals. 

The  collection  is  thought  to  have  been  formed  in  the  18th  century,  typical  of  the  cabinets  of 
coins  and  medals  fashionable  for  the  young  English  nobleman  of  that  period  to  collect  when 
travelling  on  the  Continent.  It  comprises  mainly  important  16th  and  17th  century  German  and 
Italian  silver  coins  and  an  extensive  collection  of  Renaissance  and  later  medals.  It  is  extremely 
rare  for  a  completely  unknown  early  collection  to  appear  on  the  market  and  it  is  many  years 
since  anything  to  compare  with  the  outstanding  Italian  and  Papal  coins  has  appeared  in  a  Lon¬ 
don  sale.  The  lucky  owner  wishes  to  remain  anonymous. — The  Western  Morning  News,  30th 
May,  1974. 

Police  Find  Treasure  From  Raided  Tomb.  A  large  hoard  of  Etruscan  jewellery,  pottery 
of  the  4th  century  B.C.  and  toilet  and  household  articles,  has  been  recovered  by  Italian  police 
investigating  tomb  robberies  near  Populonia,  on  the  Tuscan  coast.  Following  a  tip  that  a  new 
tomb  had  been  found  and  its  contents  stolen,  police  raided  local  houses  and  charged  three 
people  with  illegal  possession  of  antiquities. 

The  jewellery  includes  gold  earrings  and  28  other  ornaments,  together  with  an  engraved 
bronze-gilt  mirror  and  Etruscan  coins. — Daily  Telegraph,  8th  June,  1974. 

17th  Century  Token  of  William  Roweth.  Obv.  william  .  roweth  .  of  .  =  A  spade  Jl. 
LANGTON  .  GARDINER  .  his  .  half  .  peny  .  w.m.r.  This  token  is  listed  by  Williamson  both  under 
Lincolnshire  (W.137)  and  Yorkshire  (W.174).  In  fact,  the  token  was  issued  in  the  village  of 
Langton-juxta-Partney,  near  Spilsby  in  Lincolnshire,  where  the  parish  registers  record  that 
“William  Roweth  and  Martha  Nicoll  were  married  28th  Deer.  1659”. 

Further,  in  a  list  of  pupils  entering  the  Free  Grammar  School  in  the  neighbouring  small 
market  town  of  Alford,  there  is  the  entry  “20  April  1680  (blank)  Rowett(sic)  de  Langton  in 
Rud(imentis)  1  :0:”  This  was  no  doubt  a  son  of  the  issuer  as  there  was  only  one  family  of 
Roweth  in  Langton  in  the  17th  century.  The  shilling  was  the  entry  fee  and  tuition  fees  were 
payable  to  the  Headmaster.  Incidentally,  this  list  of  pupils  contains  the  names  of  sons  of  Lin¬ 
colnshire  token  issuers  from  Alford  (where  all  four  issuers  were  governors),  Spilsby,  Boston, 
Grimsby,  Homcastle  and  Louth.  In  1663,  the  supplier  of  text  books  was  one  Mallory  of  Boston 
— probably  William  Mallory  who  issued  two  tokens  at  Boston  which  are  unrecorded  by  William¬ 
son. 

Alford  Grammar  School  was  of  some  importance  in  the  17th  Century  and  is  mentioned  in 
the  register  of  Sidney  Sussex,  Cambridge,  for  1619-20  as  one  of  the  “public  schools”  sending 
boys  to  that  college,  along  with  Eton,  Westminster,  Oakham,  Oundle,  etc. — T.  W.  Townsend. 

Thomas  Paine  Society.  I  am  sure  that  I.  D.  Brown  means  no  disrespect  to  Thomas  Paine 
in  referring  to  “Thomas  Pain’s  ‘The  Rights  of  Man’”  ( Bulletin ,  June  1974,  p.  189).  Placing 
“The”  in  the  title  of  Paine’s  book  is  a  common  error.  Eighteenth  century  political  tokens  show 
interesting  variations  of  wording  and  spelling.  Paine’s  supporters  respectfully  referred  on 
tokens  to  thomas  paine  (eg.  Dalton  &  Hamer  Middlesex  208)  and  thos.  paine  (as  on  Thomas 
Spence’s  halfpennies  and  farthings.) 

Tokens  reflecting  opposition  to  Paine  have  words  that  either  wrongly  spell  his  name  as  in 
the  end  of  pain  (eg.  D&H  Mdsx.  827-835,  1105-1110),  or  familiarly  call  him  tommy  (eg.  D&H 
Mdsx.  209);  each  style  shows  a  hanging  man  in  wishful  thinking  manner.  Contemporary  car¬ 
toons  show  similar  wording,  and  Paine  was  hung  in  effigy  at  the  instigation  of  the  authorities  in 
a  number  of  towns  and  villages  in  England. 
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His  book  is  parodiedon  hostile  tokens  as  the  wrongs  of  man  (eg.  D&H  Mdsx.  833-4,  1106-7) 
and  giving  the  date  of  the  execution  of  Louis  XVI  in  Paris.  Although  Paine  supported  the 
French  Revolution,  it  is  ironic  that  he  tried  hard  in  France  to  stop  the  guillotine  decapitating 
Louis — a  fact  that  seemingly  was  ignored  by  the  token  makers  in  Britain. — Christopher  Brunei , 
Chairman  of  the  Thomas  Paine  Society. 


REPORT  OF  THE  1974  B.A.N.S.  CONGRESS 

The  1974  Congress  of  the  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies  took  place  at 
St.  Mary’s  College,  Durham,  from  the  5th  to  7th  April.  Proceedings  were  arranged  by  the 
Durham,  Dunhelm  and  Tees-side  Numismatic  Societies  and  commenced  with  a  sherry  party 
on  the  Friday  evening.  After  this,  the  President  of  B.A.N.S.,  Mr.  Howard  Linecar,  delivered 
the  opening  address,  in  the  form  of  a  short  paper  on  the  English  coins  of  the  17th  century, 
designed  by  the  Roettiers.  Dinner  was  then  served,  after  which  many  of  those  present  got 
together  for  informal  discussions,  numismatic  or  otherwise. 

On  Saturday,  all  delegates  attended  the  first  lecture,  given  by  Mr.  David  Sellwood,  who 
chose  the  subject  of  “The  Influence  of  Technology  on  Art  in  British  Coinage”.  The  speaker 
discussed  the  design  of  British  coins  from  the  ancient  through  to  the  mill  issues,  the  influence 
of  Roman  and  Byzantine  prototypes  and  production  methods,  including  the  use  of  the  reducing 
machine. 

At  this  point,  as  has  become  the  usual  practice  at  recent  Congresses,  the  organisers  changed 
the  programme  format  so  as  to  provide  a  choice  of  three  lectures  at  all  times.  The  first  three 
lectures  were  held  after  the  morning  coffee  break  on  Saturday  morning,  with  a  wide  choice, 
namely  Mr.  R.  C.  Bell,  who  spoke  about  Thomas  Spence  and  his  Tokens;  Mr.  John  Casey 
on  the  coinage  of  Roman  Corbridge  and  Mr.  E.  Newman,  Chemist  and  Assayer  at  the  Royal 
Mint,  who  gave  a  comprehensive  insight  into  the  minting  methods  used  for  gold  sovereigns. 

After  lunch,  there  were  two  further  sessions  of  lectures,  each  with  a  choice  of  three  different 
topics.  The  earlier  session  comprised  Dr.  Ian  Taylor,  speaking  about  the  silver  coins  of  the 
mint  of  Durham;  a  fascinating  paper  and,  perhaps  the  most  interesting  from  the  delegates 
point  of  view.  Nevertheless,  the  alternative  speakers  commanded  a  good  share  of  the  audience, 
with  talks  on  the  coinage  of  Crusader  Antioch  (Dr.  Keith  Manchester),  and  Mints  and 
Mintmen  of  the  Tudor  Period  (Dr.  C.  E.  Challis).  It  was  unfortunate  that  the  papers  by 
Drs.  Challis  and  Taylor  were  on  the  same  session,  as  some  delegates  would,  no  doubt,  have 
liked  to  have  heard  both. 

After  the  afternoon  coffee  break,  the  final  session  presented  a  wide  programme  and  a 
difficult  choice.  There  were  Mr.  Peter  Clayton,  with  a  talk  on  Atlantis  and  the  Minotaur; 
Folk  Memory  and  the  Coinage  of  Knossos;  Messrs.  Vivian  Stuart  and  Ian  Scott,  who  spoke 
about  Medals  and  Medal  Collecting;  and  a  paper  by  Mr.  Leslie  Morgan  about  a  banking  family, 
whose  bank  failed  in  the  19th  century,  changing  the  course  of  history.  This  final  paper  was  of 
little  interest  to  numismatists,  being,  for  the  most  part  a  purely  historical  account  of  the  family 
involved. 

Dinner  on  Saturday  evening  was  first  class — the  best  to  have  been  provided  at  a  Congress 
for  many  years — and  the  chief  guest,  the  Mayor  of  Durham  City,  produced  a  good  after  dinner 
speech,  which  rounded  off  Saturday  in  a  most  enjoyable  way. 

Sunday  morning  was  taken  up  by  a  conducted  tour  of  Durham  Cathedral,  with  Dr.  Gibby, 
and,  after  lunch,  the  party  went  to  the  Gulbenkian  Museum,  where  there  was  a  special  display 
of  some  250  coins  of  the  Durham  mint  from  the  collection  of  Dr.  Taylor.  Some  delegates  had 
also  been  able  to  see  the  Durham  mint  coins  in  the  collection  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter. 
A  number  of  pennies  of  the  local  mint  had  also  been  brought  to  the  Congress  by  those  attending 
and  were  displayed  at  after  dinner  gatherings,  an  important  aspect  of  Congresses,  and  so  the 
English  hammered  specialist  obtained  extra  value  for  his  money. 

The  organisers  provided  excellent  value;  good  food,  comfortable  accommodation  and  top 
quality  lectures.  A  coin  fair,  with  a  number  of  bargains  to  be  had,  took  place  on  Saturday  and 
Sunday  and  last,  but  not  least,  an  ample  portion  of  north-eastern  hospitality  was  given  to 
those  delegates  from  the  south.  Ten  people  came  from  the  London  Societies  and  Club,  plus 
at  least  two  from  further  south.  It  was  obvious  that  all  enjoyed  the  Congress  and  thanks  are 
due  to  Dr.  Macdougal  and  his  colleagues  for  a  successful  congress. 

BOOK  REVIEW 

The  Billon  Trachea  of  Michael  VIII  Palaeologos  1258-1282,  by  S.  Bendall  and  P.  J. 
Donald.  Published  by  A.  H.  Baldwin  &  Sons,  London,  1974. 

The  late  Byzantine  coinage  has  been  largely  ignored  by  collectors,  and  even  by  numismatic 
students,  up  to  the  very  recent  past.  A.  Veglery,  G.  Zacos  and  A.  Millas  in  their  excellent 
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series  of  articles  in  Spink’s  Circular  over  the  past  decade  or  so  have  focused  attention  on  our 
lack  of  knowledge  concerning  the  Fourteenth  Century  coinage.  Their  pioneering  work  has 
been  of  inestimable  value  in  reaching  a  fuller  understanding  of  the  money  of  the  Palaeologan 
dynasty,  but  up  to  now  the  founder  of  that  dynasty,  Michael  VIII,  has  received  only  scant 
attention.  This  new  publication  helps  to  rectify  the  deficiency  and  Messrs.  Bendall  and  Donald 
are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  dedication  in  dealing  with  such  difficult  material. 

Earlier  students,  surprised  perhaps  at  the  large  number  of  billon  scyphate  types  inscribed 
“Michael”  and  misled  by  the  provenance  of  a  hoard  published  by  Harold  Mattingly  in  1923 
(Arta  hoard),  were  inclined  to  attribute  pieces  to  Michael  I  and  Michael  II  of  Epirus,  rather 
than  to  the  restorer  of  the  Byzantine  Empire.  Mr.  Bendall  has  shown  that,  with  very  few 
exceptions,  such  attributions  are  erroneous  and  “that  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  any  late  scyphate 
in  Palaeologan  style  and  bearing  the  name  Michael  can  be  assigned  to  Michael  VIII.” 

No  fewer  than  49  different  varieties  of  billon  trachea  are  recorded,  with  a  further  ten  types 
which  are  of  uncertain  attribution.  In  order  to  explain  this  surprisingly  large  number  Mr. 
Bendall  puts  forward  the  idea  that  the  designs  were  changed  annually  at  both  imperial  mints — 
Constantinople  and  Thessalonica.  Although  an  attractive  suggestion  there  is  really  no  pre¬ 
cedent  for  such  a  practice  in  the  Byzantine  series,  and  this  proliferation  of  types  could  equally 
well  be  explained  by  the  existence  of  several  unidentified  mints,  and/or  by  different  officinae 
within  one  mint  producing  different  types  contemporaneously,  as  in  Roman  times. 

A  serious  attempt  is  made  to  differentiate  between  the  products  of  the  metropolitan  mint 
and  those  of  Thessalonica  (Magnesia  is  assumed  to  have  closed  soon  after  the  recapture  of 
Constantinople  in  the  summer  of  1261).  This  is  to  be  welcomed,  for  the  role  of  the  Thessalon- 
ican  mint  in  the  closing  stages  of  the  Byzantine  coinage,  although  obviously  an  important  one, 
is  not  yet  fully  understood  and  any  competent  new  research  on  the  subject  must  be  of  great 
value. 

Tribute  should  be  paid  to  Mr.  P.  J.  Donald  for  the  excellence  of  his  X2  line  drawings. 
Most  individual  specimens  of  Michael  VIII’s  billon  trachea  are  too  poorly  struck  or  too  worn 
to  show  all  the  features  of  the  original  dies.  Photographs,  even  enlargements,  simply  would 
not  suffice  whilst  the  line  drawings,  each  one  built  up  from  several  specimens  exhibiting  dif¬ 
ferent  parts  of  the  design,  are  the  ideal  means  of  representing  this  poorly  executed  coinage. 

Although  obviously  a  work  of  a  very  specialized  nature  I  would  strongly  recommend  this 
little  book  to  all  having  an  interest  in  Byzantine  coinage.  It  fills  an  important  gap  in  a  period 
not  covered  by  any  of  the  modern  reference  works  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  other  numismatists 
will  follow  Mr.  Bendall’s  lead  by  making  the  results  of  their  researches  available  to  a  much 
wider  audience  than  has  hitherto  been  the  case.  A  whole  series  of  such  beautifully  produced 
booklets,  each  dealing  with  one  of  the  many  neglected  aspects  of  Byzantine  numismatics, 
would  indeed  make  a  significant  contribution  to  stimulating  further  interest  in  this  most  enig¬ 
matic  of  coinages. — David  R.  Sear.

Two  workmen  were  overcome  by  carbon  monoxide 
fumes  and  heat  etc,  in  a  chamber  at  the  GEC  works  at 
Birmingham.  One  man,  Mr.  Webb,  managed  to  es¬ 
cape  and  summon  help.  William  Waterson,  who  was 
first  on  the  scene,  realising  time  was  all  important, 
dashed  into  the  chamber  with  Webb  and  attempted  to 
haul  the  other  workman  who  was  now  unconscious, 
clear,  but  without  success.  Waterson  struggled  three 
more  times,  Webb  being  unable  to  help  as  he  was  now 
overcome  by  fumes.
